places. 


There was some discussion about the 
rules to be laid down for the contest but 
Tanner stressed he didn't want the entire 
criteria for the entriés to be based on a 
finished product, that ideas were the 


important thing and the final artwork 
could be taken care of later. 

Tanner said at first he didn't think city 
commissioners, city employees or their 
families should be eligible to enter the 
contest but after City Clerk Virginia 
Walker and City Fire Chief Jimmy McRae 
said they didn't think anyone should be 
excluded from taking part, the commis- 
sion decided to only limit entrants to 
residents of the city. 

The commissioners tentatively decided 


they would be the final judges but during 
discussion after the meeting, the possi- 
bility of the commission picking three or 
more finalists, with the final selection 
being made by the public during the city 
election in September was brought up as а 
possible alternate.

Who gets hoosegow? 


BELLE GLADE--A stream of visitors through the City Jail 
indicated the interest of county officials in keeping the lock- 
up open after the city stops operations in two weeks but 
county commissioners still obviously want the state to assume 
control of the city facility. 

Shortly after the May 23 decision by the City Commission to 
close the jail їп 30 days in the wake of a state inspection, 
Sheriff Richard Wille indicated interest in a county takeover 
but said the decision would be up to the county commission. 

Wille and three of his aides toured the city facifity Monday 
afternoon and told Police Chief Charles Goodlett he: expected 
to bring a proposal from the county commission to the city 
commission, ''tomorrow (Tuesday) or by next Tuesday.” 

Tuesday, after Wille and John Duval, chairman of the 
county Criminal Justice Planning Unit which had been 
charged with finding another 150 beds for county prisoners, 
made presentations to the commission, the cornmissionérs 
directed Duval to check into the cost of bringing the city jail 
up to state standards. 

Commissioner Bill Bailey said later, however, ''it was 
generally agreed the state Should have the Belle Glade jail 
since they use it the most.’ 

Goodlett had reported two weeks ago to the Belle Glade City 
Commission the city had housed only three bona-hde city 
prisoners in the jail in the preceeding month, while there had 
been a daily population of about 85 county and state 
prisoners. 

Duval, along with Jerry Mahoney of the County Engineer" в 
office, and state prison inspector Ted Keys, who.filed the 
report which made the city commission decide to close the 
jail, toured the facility. 

Goodlett said he didn't go along on Duval's tour and the 
group was ‘‘noncommital’’ when they left. 

The decision to close the Belle Glade jail aggravated the 
situation with the'crowded Palm Beach County Jail, with 
Sheriff Wille commenting his office would have to be 
responsible for the daily transportation of prisoners Кето the 
Glades to the county jail unless a Glades holding facility is 
kept open. 

He told the county commissioners he had no idea where the 
money to pay for that transportation, or to pay for the use of 
jail space in city facilities owned, by the cities of Lake Worth 
and West Palm Beach, would come from. 

The county commissioners, as part of the overall crowding 
problem, authorized negotiations with Lake Worth for: the 
housing of an average 37 prisoners and with West Palm 
Beach for hóusing 60. prisoners while another 56 would be 
moved to the County Stockade.

"We've had а very successful program 
here," he said, “and without a single 
exception, I've had outstanding support 
from the city commissioners and from the 
citizens. I think whoever comes in as a 
replacement will find a good atmosphere in 
which to work.’ 

During his tenure as Belle Glade бр 
director, Gartner came up with innovative 
methods for home rehabilitation when 
federal regulations seemed to have him 
boxed in. 

One of those new ideas came up when the 
price for repairing one home vcs more than 
the home was worth. Sincg he couldn't build 


a new home but the price of relocation 
during repairs was included in the grant, he 
simply relocated the family into a new pre- 
fabricated home on the original site. 

Gartner said the one item he’s really 
proud of is that every one of the program 
participants have disproved earlier fears by 
maintaining their property once the rehabil- 
itation work has been accomplished. 

“There was one exception;”’ he said, ‘‘but 
we, ve/kept after him and now he's keeping up . 

verything. I really have the citizens 

committe (Citizens Advisory Planning Com- 
mittee) to thank for that. They were 
determined we'd have some assurance that 
once the work was done, it wasn't going to 
be allowed to run down.” 

One of the reasons the homes have been 
maintained is a new wrinkle no one in the 
nation had attempted before.

In late July, 1976, the media of South Florida had a brief 
Яшту with one of the classic stories of journalism that rates 
only a little. behind the “шап bites dog’’ example taught 
budding journalists to judge the value of news stories. 

This classic story is about the little old lady who sits 
nonchalantly in various types of chairs promising to stop 
progress. Over the years newspapers have shown the typical 
lady lying in front of bulldozer$, sitting in front of 
construction crews on highways, standing in front of 
contractors building dams, and sitting, lying and standing in 
front of just about everything. 

In July the media had its classic story. Ms. Ellen Curtis 
leaned back in her lawn chair:on a doomed footbridge 
crossing the Tamiami Canal, about 10 miles west of Miami, 
and shouted: ‘‘down with progress in the Everglades’’. 
Holding a sign that read, ‘‘Help Save Our Bridge'' she vowed 
to remain at mid-bridge until the Army Corps of Engineers 
find the Central and Southern Florida Flood Control District 
abandoned plans to widen the canal, which separated the 
highway from her airboat rental service. 

The bridge was built in 1961 on Flood Control District land 
under a permit issu y the FCD. The permit had a clause 
stating that the bridge would be removed when the canal was 
widened. The'time had come. The canal had to be widened to 
meet а plan that will provide additional water to Everglades 
National Park and South Dade County. In spite of the permit 
contract, Ms. Curtis refused to move. 

About one week later the FCD filed a suit against Ms. 
Curtis in-the circuit court, seeking damages for delay of соп- 
tractors in working on the project. The court ruled that the 
FCD could proceed with their work and take down the bridge, 
but did not grant the District the requested funds expended 
because of the delay: 

During the April FCD Governing Board meeting the final 
chaptét of the ''classic story’’ was written. This time there 
were no television cameras grinding away--there were no 
flash bulbs popping--there were no headlines in any of the 
media. Only a few even remembered the headlines of July. 
The ending was all summed ир in three lines on the 
Governing .Board--agenda-that tead: “‘Cansideration of 
authority to pay the cost in the amount of $4,200 for a delay in 
construction of Levee 29 Borrow Canal Enlargement caused 
by the Coopertown Bridge incident.” 
was-the same. The bridge had been removed. 
The canal widened. The only difference was that once again

And considering the caliber of that operation compared to 
the track record of the county’s program leaves the distinct 
impression the county came out ahead on Gartner's decision. 
Gartner has not only run a successful program, he has proven 
adaptable and innovative where others in other. areas have 
bogged down under the mass of red tape and federal 
regulations imposed in any program of this type. 

Some óf those wrinkles have brought attention from as far 
away as Atlanta, California and Washington, D.C.. Such as 
the unique answer to the problem seen everywhere in such 
programs of deterioration of the housing once it has been 
rehabilitated.” 

Nowhere else had the director of a Community 
Development Program or the old Neighborhood Development 
Programs been farsighted enough’ (о зе up classes in home 
repair and to.invest another $50, along with the thousands 
used to renovate homes, to give the homeowners tools, 
literally, to keep up their property with simple repairs. ' 

We're sorry to see George Gartner leave Belle Glade but at 
least the Glades hasn't seen the last of him. As head of the 
county effort, he should be making his imprint on projects in 
the unincorporated areas as well as in projects in South Bay 
and Pahokee.

Adult love bugs are harmless to 
people and do not sting or hite. 
They do.not injure ornamental 
plants since their primary food is 
nectar and pollen of some of our 


cooling fins. . 

. Windshields covered with these 
insects obscure drivers’ vision and 
when the insect flights аге 
extremely heavy enough of them 
may clog the radiator cooling fins 
and cause overheating. The bugs 
that are splattered оп the car 
finish will also eat away the paint 
if they are not cleaned off before 
they dry. АА 

Since the. love bugs primarily 
fly only during daylight hours you 
can avoid having them.splatter.on 
your car by travéling during 
nighttime hours. They also do 
not become. active until late 
morning so it is still possible to 
travel early in the morning, up to 
9.ог 10 a.m. and not have a large 
number of these flies in the area. 

There are a number of ways you 
can protect your car finish from 
damage caused by the love bugs 
splattering on the paint job. Some 
people will spread a light film of 
baby oil or mineral oil over the 
front of the hood, above the wind- 
shield, and‘ on tHe grill and 
bumper. This way the insects can 
be washed off or wipéd off 
relatively easily without damaging 
the car's finish. If you wax the car, 
the wax will help protect he car 
finish also. 

There are large, fine, plastic

mesh screens available also that / À 


can.be placed over the grill and 
radiator of the car and these will 
prevent the insects from being 
drawn into the radiator fins and 
causing overheating. 

Control of these love. bugs by 
spraying with insecticides із 
generally thought. to be impracti- 
cal because they occur over such a 
large aréa. They, do hot appear to 
have a large number of natural 
predators or parasites that will 
significantly reduce the large 
populatins, so we сап expect an 
increase in the amount of these in 
succeeding yeat$.. - _

feed'in the decaying vegetation 
and after they mature they. trans- 
form into pupae, emerging as 
adults about one week later.
